Publisher Declares Accusa- 
tions of Favoritism Are 
Merely Part of TVA 
„Purge. |

NASHVILLE, Tehn., Nov. 12. — 
State Utilities Commissioner Leon 
Jourolmon charged tonight the 
Chattanooga Free Press, editorial- 
ly opposed to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority’s power program, “bene- 
fitted” by more than $75,000 from 
the Tennessee Electric Power Co. 

Jourolmon’s statement followed 
issuance of a citation by the com- 
mission, asserting the utility had 
given “undue preferences and ad- 
vantages” to the Free Press and 
the Chattanooga Home Stores. It 
ordered Tennessee Electric to ap- 
pear Nov. 28 and show why the 
commission’s information should 
not be turned over to a District At- 
torney-General for action. Home 
Stores is a chain of Chattanooga 
groceries. 

Roy McDonald, publisher of the 
Free Press and president of Home 
Stores, said in a signed statement 
the commission's action “is but an- 
other form of the late lamented 
‘purge’ and a continuation of New 
Deal persecution inspired by Pub- 
lisher George Fort Milton, the Chat- 
tagnooga Electric Power Board, and 
the TVA directed at me through 
the Chattanooga News.” 

Milton, whose Chattanooga News 
like the Free Press is an afternoon 
paper, is in Chicago and not avail- 
able immediately for comment. 

Editors Retort. 

“No one acquainted with the facts 
believes for a moment,“ said Mo- 
Donald, “that these charges would 
have been filed if I, like Publisher 
Milton, were a tool of the TVA.” 

Jourolmon said the Free Press 
and Home Stores “benefited” from 
the utility by $36,000 in Free Press 
adv at “excessive rates,” 
$11,000 in electricity sold on long- 
term credit, $10,000 paid the news- 
paper through its attorney and sale 
of electricity costing $21,000 to 
Home Stores, of which $16,000 had 
not.been collected, last Sept. 30.

Wagner, in his address last night 
te 5000 persons, read a letter from 
the Cardinal asking for police pro- 
tection in case attacks on the 
clergy, such as the one in which 
Theodore Cardinal Inniitzer’s pal- 
ace in Vienna was stoned Oct. 8, 
were repeated. 

The crowd heard Wagner de- 
clare: “If Von Faulhaber mends 
his ways he will be protected bet- 
ter than the police can protect 
him.” 

The Cardinal often has been at 
odds with Nazis. Last Sunday 
Nazi leaders greeted with whistling 
a sermon in which he used a pass- 
age from a speech by Adolph Hit- 
ler to support a plea for “the God- 
given rights of personality.” 

Protestants Off Pay Roll. 

Another action against anti- 
Naziism in religious circles was an 
order eliminating all confessional 
(German Protestant denomination) 
leaders from Government-controlled 
pay rolls. 

Today’s far-reaching measures to- 
ward isolating Jews from German 
national life were issued after a 
‘meeting of Goering, Propaganda 
Minister Paul Joseph Goebbels, In- 
terior Minister Dr. Wilhelm Frick, 
Justice Minister Dr. Franz Guen- 
ther, Economics Minister Walther 
Funk and Finance Minister Lutz 
Schwerin-Krosigk. The ministers, 
an announcement said, assembled 
to “deliberate upon solution of the 
Jewish question, which has become 
urgently necessary.” 

It added that “further decisive 
measures for elimination of Jewry 
from German economic life and 
for the prevention of provocatory 
conditions will be issued within the 
shortest time by decrees and laws.” 

Decrees Against Jews. 

The decree forbidding Jews to 
attend public entertainments was 
announced by Goebbels, who said 
Germany previously had provided 
cultural outlets for Jews. Proprie- 
tors of theaters and concert halls 
were warned they would be fined 
if they allowed Jews to enter. 

Previous anti-Semitic measures 
have shut the doors of schools and 
universities, hibited Jews from 
mingling th non-Jews, barred 
them from health resorts, and

As a companion piece to the 
anti-Semitic demonstrations an 
editorial broadside in the controlled 
German press assailed the British 
for their actions in Palestine.

An Inventor’s Plight. 

What may be in store for Jews 
economically might be judged by 
one incident. — 

A certain Jew, several weeks 
ago when “aryanization” of busi- 
nesses became general, sold an in- 
vention at a price agreed to not 
only by the purchaser but also by 
the Economics Ministry. The sale 
contract specified that he was to 
be paid in installments spread over 
three years. This man, more than 
60 years old, estimated that he 
could live comfortably for the rest 
of his days on the installment 
payments.

U. S. TO PROTEST 10 GERMANY ’ 


Board of Bishops Assails “Cruel and 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Nov. 12. 
—The Board of Bishops of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church 
(North) called upon the United 
States Government today to make 
an official protest against the re- 
cent anti-Jewish riots in Germany. 

“We have read with great con- 
cern and indignation the reports of 
cruel and destructive anti-Semitic 
riots throughout the German 
Reich,” the resolution said. “We 
protest such incredibly inhuman 
and unjustifiable deeds and urge 
the German Government to compel 
them to cease, both as justice to 
the Jews and as an evidence to the 
world that such actions do not re- 
fleet the opinion of the German 
people and are not supported by 
them. 

We urge our Government to pro- 
test the Government 
and to make such representations 


in behalf of the sufferers from these 


riots as may be possible. We be- 
lieve that governments and peoples 
must seek to make a public opin- 
ion in the world that will help to 
prevent such outrageous excesses.”

The WPA laborers who are chip-

provide the monthly wage of $56 
denied him by the WPA. _. 

Some of the men thought the 
transfers ordered yesterday result- 
ed from their action in providing 
a job for Gordon, but at the WPA 
office in Clayton, C. R. Coleman, 
assistant superintendent in charge 
of highway work, said that was not 
the case. “You can see for your- 
self,” Coleman said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “there are 
too many men there for the work 
there is to do.” 


: 
The men who work with Gordon 
think, and have no hesitation in 
telling about it, that Gordon got a 
raw deal from the WPA. In their 
own way, they are doing what they 
can to correct a situation which 
they regard as unjust. 
Gordon, a war veteran, 40 years 
old, had worked for the WPA for 
two years until he was discharged. 
His WPA earnings had enabled him 
to support his wife and three chil- 
dren with whom he lives in a frame 
garage at 436 Jeffrey avenue, Riv- 
erview Gardens. 


As Gordon relates the .circum- 
stances of his dismissal he became 
ill when at work Sept. 26, and with 
the permission of his foreman, re- 
turned to his home, stopping on 
the way for “a couple of bottles of 
beer” to ease the pain in his 
stomach, which he said resulted 
from being gassed in the World 
War. 

“A crew of WPA supervisors 
drove by as I was on my way home 
and asked me why I wasn't work- 
ing,” Gordon said to the reporter.

: norning in Rome at that hour 
when Pope Pius XI will issue his 
decree of beatification for “the 
little nun,” the first United States 
citizen to attain beatification, the 
last step before sainthood. 

Mother Cabrini’s body can be seen 
reposing on a gold-embroidered sat- 
in cushion, worked by the novices 
of her order. Her features are cov- 
ie by a waxen mask, lightly tint- 
ed and closely_resembling photo- 
graphs of her. The casket is to be 
laid in an onyx-lined, glass-fronted 
tomb, contrasting sharply in its 
opulence with the simplicity of the 
“little nwn’s” life. . 

Almost from the time of her 
birth, July 15, 1850, in the Italian 
village of St. Angelo Lodigiano, she 
seemed destined for the church. 
She took her vows early and found- 
ed her own order, the Missionary 
Sisters of the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus. The work of the order came 
early to the attention of church 
dignitaries and of Pope Leo XIII. 
It was not until Mother Cabrini 
was 39 that she was permitted to 
leave Italy as a missionary. In 1889, 
accompanied by five of her nuns, 
she came to New York. 
At that time there were only five 
Italian churches and 19 priests for 
the thousands of Italians in New 
York. Mother Cabrini went to work 
immediately. She organized a school

MIAMI, Fla., Nov. 12.—A, utilities 
executive testified today that 
“threats” following his refusal to 
pay city officials a $270,000 bribe 
caused him to publish a full page 
newspaper advertisement “to pro- 
tect myself and my company from 
racketeering.”

CONGRESS “BLACKLIST” LOST 


Non-Partisan League Says, How- 
ever, 98 House Candidates It 
Backed Were Elected. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Only 
two of the 43 members of Congress 
whose defeat was osught publicly 
by Labor’s Non-Partisan League 
failed of re-election. The league 
is the political affiliate of the CIO. 
Representative Driver (Dem.), 
Arkansas, was not renominated, 
and Representative Lamneck 
(Dem.), Ohio, was defeated in Tues- 
day's election. 
The league’s so-called blacklist, 
made public here in July, contained 
the names of 25 Democratic and 
14 Republican Representatives and 
four Democratic Senators. It also 
included the name of Representa- 
tive Pettengill (Dem.), Indiana, who 
did not seek re-election. When it 
was issued, league spokesmen said 
it was incomplete and that local 
organizations would oppose some 
other congressional candidates.

Spanish Rebels Trying to Cut Off 
Ebro River Bases. 
By the Asséciated Press. 

HENDAYE, France (at the Span- 
ish Frontier), Nov. 12.—Spanish in- 
surgents said today their forces 
were moving down from the Cher- 
cun Mountains in an attempt to 
cut the last road connecting Gov- 
ernment advance positions with 
bases on the opposite, or left shore 
of the Ebro River. 

Descending from positions in the 
last mountain ranges lying between 
Venta de los Camposinos and Asco, 
about 10 miles north of Gandesa, 
the insurgents were reported to 
have passed the highway between 
the two towns and moved toward 
the Asco-Flix road. These sources 
added that all operations were ham- 
pered by bad weather, including 
heavy fog. 

Government dispatches, on the 
other hand, said the insurgents had 
suffered tremendous losses in the 
campaign of encirclement of the 
Government’s Ebro forces. They as- 
serted the insurgents had lost more 
than 100,000 men on the Ebro front 
the Government forces 
crossed the river in a westward 
push last July. 

On the Segre River front, 30 miles 
farther north, insurgents reported 
they were continuing mopping-up 
operations south of Lerida after in- 


ment troops last night.

“HOW MANY TITLES did 
Henry Armstrong win?“ asks 4 
correspondent. “I thought it was 
only three but I read in some 
‘boxing pink sheet that he held 
four titles, all at the same time.” 

Well, of course, you start to 
laugh at that one: Considering 
standard fight divisions, to hold 
four titles Henry must have won 
either the bantamweight or the 
middleweight in addition to the 
leather, light. and welter crowns. 

We know this to be impos- 
sible for him. i 

But we also learn that the four 
championship claim is based on 
the fact that Henry could appro- 
priate the “junior welterweight 
championship” because of his de- 
feat of Barney Ross. It's this 
way: 

Once “junior” titles were recog- 
nized. Men too heavy for the 
‘featherweight were classed at 130 
pounds in a junior lightweight 
division. Fighters of 140 pounds, 
too light for the 147-pound class 
were rated “junior welterweights.” 
The divisions were official. 

A junior welterweight tourna- 
ment. 84 held with Lew Tendler, 
: y Thorpe, Willie: Ritchie, 
Ted ‘Lewis, Pinkey Mitchell and 
others entered. Pinkey Mitchell 
won it and a ‘belt emblematic of 
the title was given him a April 

1, 1928. 

In 1928 Mushy Callahan e 
ed Pinkey for the belt and 
Mushey himself later was beaten 
by Jackie Kid Berg, then a great 
British fighter.

Hunting and fishing have 
creased 15 per cent in popularity 
in one year, according to figures 
recently compiled by the Ameri- 
can Wildlife Institute from offi- 
cial governmental] data. The up- 
swing took place in 1936, the last 
year for which accurate figures 
are available at the present. 

In 1985 there were only 5,988,- 
064 hunters’ licenses and 5,832,448 
permits to fish issued. This made 
a grand total of 11,820,512 licensed 
to enjoy both sports. 

In 1936 hunters’ licenses jumped 
to 6,658,158, or an increasé of 
670,094. Fishing licenses the same 
year went up to 6,901,587, repre- 
senting an increase of 1,069,139. 
The total for 1936 was 13,559,745, 
or an increase of 1,739,229, which 
is 15 per cent higher ‘than the 
1935 figure. 

These figures indicate that 
more than 10 per cent of the en- 
tire population of the United 
States, which the U. S. Census 
Bureau estimates at 129,818,000, 
has been licensed to either hunt 
or fish. 

In addition to those licensed to 
enjoy the outdoor many 
more may fish and hunt without 
obtaining permits, as women are 
not required to obtain fishing li- 
censes in some states and many 
states allow those under a cer- 
tain age to participate without 
being licensed.

Here was a woman whose life 
had been, and is, one of action, not 
words. Even a story-seeking re- 
porter was forced to admit that 
the Comptons—mother, father and 
children—let achievement, not pub- 
licity, speak for them. 


“I've done nothing more than 
every other mother tries to do— 
raise my children to be good men 
have. seen fit 
to honor us for doing our best with 
the talents given us. But there's 
been enough of that.” 

Sincerity was clearly evident in 
her words. Why the world should 
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devote any extra attention to her 
for merely doing what was ex- 
pected of her seemed entirely un- 
necessary.

“If a mother finds she hasn't

Six-Story Structure of Sewing

HE new fireproof building of 

the Singer Sewing Machine Co,

Homestead Exemptions. 

Real estate men operating prin- 
cipally in the field of small homes 
would like to see home ownership 
promoted by an exemption on the 
first few thousand dollars of valu- 
ation, some realty men think. That 
would stimulate building and sales 
of existing homes, but the owners 
of business, commercial and indus- 
trial property are declared to fear 
that taxes lost on homes would be 
made up by raising taxes on their 
property, and are said to favor an 
over-all tax limitation that would 
benefit the owners of big office 
buildings, factories nad industrial 
plants as much as the little home 
owner. 

In Wisconsin the two groups are 
said to be getting together for 
a compromise bill to be submitted 
to the next Legislature which will 
embody a small homestead exemp- 
tion and an over-all limitation. 

H. H. Auerbach of Omaha, Neb., 
urged intelligent rezoniing to stabi- 
lize values of retail business prop- 
erty.

Preventive Education. 


Much of the work against the 
spread of trachoma and to curb the 
active cases is educational. The 
educational process is extremely 
difficult. Ignorance and suspicion 
are the allies of trachoma. It takes 
an average of three visits by a 
field nurse to induce most suffer- 
ers to go to the hospital for treat- 
ment. Once treated, however, the 
average patient becomes a warm 
advocate, brings in others, even 
some unfortunately suffering from 
eye diseases not dealt with at the 
trachoma center. 

Over lonely Ozark trails, to iso- 
lated cabins, remote valleys, the 
field nurse goes, part of the way 
t ot. Often she is far from a tel- 
ephone, encounters roads which 
her battered car may not negotiate. 
Conditions are often primitive; the 
battle against trachoma entails pio- 
neer medical work at its roughest. 
Frequently the nurse is looked on 
askance, greeted with suspicion. 
She must be a diplomat as well as 
a technician. : 3 

Treatment requires patience. It 
must be prolonged. Frequently it is 
painful, Each case, depending on 
its stage, presents a different clin- 
ical problem. 

The patients, even after they 
leave the hospital, must be fur- 
nished wash solutions and taught 
how to wash their eyes. They must 
avoid undue irritation. Other mem-

Dr. Smith is aided by a visiting 
ophthalmologist, Dr. A. A. Drake of 
Rolla, and he heads a staff con- 
sisting of a field nurse and two res- 
ident nurses. Lacking a pharma- 
cist, he weighs out the drugs. The 
nurses prepare literally gallons of 
boric, acid and saline solutions. 
A frequent visitor is Dr. L. A. 
Julianelle of St. Louis, chairman of 
the Washington University Tracho- 
ma Commission. Under the Com- 
monwealth Fund of New York, 
often called the Harkness 
Foundation, Dr. Julianelle, whose 
department now has become proba- 
bly the leading trachoma research 
center in the United States, shares 
with Dr. Smith the expectation that 
facilities of the new hospital, sched- 
uied to be opened next summer, 
may enable the trachoma fighters 
to “catch up” and arrest the dis- 
ease.

This was clearly demonstrated by the ab- 
rupt retreat of Premier Daladier from his 
demand for the abrogation of the 40-hour 
week just before the Czech crisis. His plan 
aroused so much labor opposition that he 
hastily explained he had not opposed the 
principle of the short work week, but merely 
wished to see it suspended in certain indus- 
tries to speed rearmament. 


But at High Overtime Pay. 

On that basis, the unions yielded some 
ground. Three eight-hour shifts are worked 
six days a week in the booming aircraft face 
tories, for example, but the employes are get- 
ting high overtime rates for their extra eight 
hours. 

For labor, the 40-hour week is the most 
prized of the many advantages it has ‘won 
through its political strength since the first 
Popular Front government was ushered in 
more than two years ago by Leon Blum. But 
now, with a wide crack in the Popular Front 
because of oppositien to the Munich accord 
and a loosening of the co-operation between 
a large labor element and the, Communist 
party, the C. G. T. may be on the verge of 
a real fight to hold its gains. If the fight 
comes, the C. G. T. leaders are confident 
of victory because the organization now has 
more than 5,000,000 members in a country 
with only a third of the population of the 
United States. 

The test may be precipitated by Labor's 
unofficial ally— the Socialist ‘party. Dissat- 
isfied with the surrender to Hitler and profess- 
ing to see a trend toward Fascism in Dala- 
dier’s anti-Communist activities, the Socia)-’ 
ists—-the largest bloc in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties—have served notice on the Premier that 
the Cabinet’s decree powers will not be er- 
tended beyond mid-November and that a post- 
ponement of the convocation of Parliament 
will not be tolerated. 

This puts Daladier in a spot. He has brok- 
en with the Communists and is looking for 
Right-wing support, but his own Radical par- 
ty at its recent Marsdilles convention instruct- 
ed him to continue the aliance with the So- 
cialists. Nor has the Premier shown any 
eagerness to lose the support of a party that 
has more seats than his own. But now the 
Socialists are distrustful of him. 


October Elections Not 
Real Test for Socialists. 


A new alignment is not improbable. In 
fact, the first jockeying for position came in 
the senatoria! elections late in October. Then 
the Rightists gained 13 seats, but only be- 
cause Daladier sacrificed 10 of those held by 
his Radicals. 

These elections cannot be accepted as a 
real test of Socialist strength, as Senators are 
not chosen by popular vote but by departmen- 
tal electoral colleges made up of local poli- 
ticilans. Even so, the Socialists won the out-

Movement Sustains 


Two Crushing Blows. 


Then in 1920 and 1921 came two crushing 
blows for the movement. The failure of a 
general and a railway strike brought ruthless 
reprisals by the Government and large em- 
ployers. Of 200,000 railway workers, 25,000 
were summarily discharged. Union leaders 
were arrested. 45 

In 1920, too, came à split in the lalist 
ranks that led to the Spe on ps the 
Communist party in France, and the next 
year the Communists split the C. G. T. by 
forming their own federation—the C. G. T. U., 
a unit of the Profintern (the Red Trade 
Union International). 
Not only did the Communists lead half a 
million C. G. T. members into their new dual 
unions, but they also caused such disgust 
with the whole labor movement that a million 
other unionists gave up their cards, leaving 
the C. G. T. no stronger than its new rival. 
By 1925 there were only 126 collective con- 
tracts in force in the whole of France. 
It was largely State employes who kept. the 
C. G. T. alive during these years. In 1927, 
for example, they constituted more than 60 
per cent of its membership. There were 
about 76,000 teachers, 58,000 postmen, 48, 
000 municipal workers, 180,000 governmental 
functionaries—in all more than 550,000 un- 
ionized public servants, ' 
What -happened to other unions can be 
seen by comparing the 1919 and 1935 mem- 
berships of a few: The rolls of the metal 
workers shrank from 234,000 to 45,000; 
those of the textile unions from 174,000 to 
a bare 40,000, and those of the building 
trades from 135,000 to about 30,000. 


Rival Labor Federations 


Make Peace at Last. 
The C. G. T. made peace overtures at its.

Thousands Stayed Home. 

The fact is that it was a stay-at- 
home vote, a vote of silent protest, 
that beat Gov.

Thousands of lifetime 
supporters of the famous La Fol- 
lette succession, in both the Gover- 
nor’s chair and the United States 
Senate, withheld their votes this 
time and down went Phil La Fol- 
lette’s candidacy in abject defeat 
in the very year when he had 
marked out bigger and better 
things for his new Progressive 
party and for himself. 

The election returns make this 

very plain. Two years ago when 
La Follette was re-elected for his 
third term, he polled 573,724 votes 
—this year he received only 331,645 
— drop of almost 250,000. Did 
this tremendous bloc of votes go to 
the opposition? Not by any means. 
The Republicans and Democrats to- 
gether received 632,503 in 1936 and 
a combined total of 580,604 this 
year. 
Thus both La Follette and his 
combined opposition suffered mid- 
presidential term election losses, 
but whereas the opposition lost 
only 50,000 votes, he lost about five 
times as many. 


His Losses in Detail. 

A check of the returns from Wis- 
consin's 71 counties substantiates 
the defection in detail. Dane 
County, seat of the State capital 
and of the University of Wisconsin 
where the defeated Governor was 
a law school lecturer for four 
years, gave him 34,413 votes two 
years ago and only 18,598 votes this 
year. The Democrats and Repub- 
licans polled 19,103 votes against 
him in Dane County two years ago 
and 19,932 last Tuesday.

HERE used to be a familiar saying 

that God protects idiots, drunkards 
and the United States, The amazing de- 
featist acts of England and France at 
Munich should arouse the American peo- 
ple against the idea that God will save 
only us in our grandiose detachment. 

Having lived several years recently in 
Europe, I realize our very grave danger 
more than those who have remained 
here at home. To be saved in the near 
future, we should immediately form an 
active military alliance with Britain ad 
France to keep them, with their warships, 
out of the Hitler orbit, where they would 
become our potential enemies or callous 
neutrals. Russia should be included in 
the bargain—not left to be conquered by 
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satellite. 

Many military authorities assure us 
that an army, and by extension, a na- 
tion, preparing to defend merely itself 
is already defeated. We should, in my 
opinion, manufacture promptly a vast 
fleet of the best bombing planes and, 
if necessary, give them to England and 
France for use, following Hitler’s ex- 
ample, to strike terror in hostile popula- 
tions. We should raise a large, well- 
equipped army, with transport facilities 
enabling it to land expeditiously in 
Europe.

and subjection; in the case of the other two, by show- 
ing how to achieve control of natural forces. The 
philosophy of naked power is self-defeating, since: 


It is not ultimately by violence that men are 
ruled, but by the wisdom of those who appeal to 
the common desires of mankind, for happiness, 
for inward and outward peace, and for the un- 
derstanding of the world in which, by no choice 
of our own, we have to live. 


Discouraging though the picture may temporarily 
be, a church enlisted in the crusade which Mr. Sayre 
preaches would, if this philosophy is true, be fight- 
ing on the side of historical forces more powerful 
than the armed hordes of all the dictators. The 
institution which humbled the fasces of the lictor 
and the swords of the imperial legions is called upon 
to justify its heritage. 
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“TYPHOID MARY.” 
Mary Mallon's name was frequent in the news a 
generation ago, and now her death recalls again 
the most celebrated typhoid carrier in medical his- 
tory. German scientists discovered in 1907 that the 
disease can be spread by apparently healthy persons 
whose bodies contain the deadly bacteria. This gave 
New York health authorities the clew that solved 
mysterious outbreaks of typhoid over the city. The 
unknowing culprit was Mary Mallon, a cook who 
had been employed in the victims’ homes. . 
Typhoid carriers are seldom isolated. “Typhoid 
Mary” was confined for 25 years because, failing 
to understand the danger and considering herself 
the subject of a plot, she refused to co-operate with 
authorities. Her pledge to refrain from handling 
food was broken when she again became a cook, 
under an assumed name. Invariably the disease 
trailed her footsteps. - 
To Mary Mallon were traced officially 51 original 
cases and three deaths. That such a pestilential 
career could be checked before more damage was 
done is a tribute to scientific enterprise and official 
alertness. ° 1

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THE GARMENT WORKERS’ ATTITUDE. 
The International Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union 
was one of the 10 labor groups which united under 
the leadership of John L. Lewis to form the Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization. It was not, however, 
among the unions expelled by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. Now, on the eve of the convention 
at which a permanent CIO organization. will be 
formed, the Garment. Workers’ Union decides not to 
join the new group, but to retain independent status. 
The ILGWU is an influential and widely respected 
union. Its leader, David Dubinsky, has considerable 
weight in labor councils. Its membership is around 
250,000, and the organization has contributed more 
than $1,000,000 to John L. Lewis’ war chest. What 
effect its present abstention will have on the CIO's 
fortunes remains to be'seen; but there can be no 
doubt that the action constitutes an impressive plea 
for reunification of the labor movement,

pressure at all. It is forgery... If a steel

unions, that is not literal forgery, but it 
comes to the same thing. 

The American Legion is denounced as a 
pressure group by those who do not like 
some of its. political and financial aims.

The success of government in a democ- 
racy will not be increased by reducing or 
weakening the pressure groups. On the con- 
trary, it needs more and stronger ones. The 
consumer, for instance, is lamentably under- 
represented in Washington. Industrialists 
get what they want, tariffs in particular. 
Only under the New Deal has the pressure 
group of farmers managed to offset some 
of the gains of the industrialists at their 


expense. 
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When labor representatives bring pressure 
on Congress, the cry goes up that this is 
undemocratic. When owners of public util- 
ity shares send in their petitions, they, too, 
are decried as violating American principles. 
But they are behaving like real Americans, 
subject to the American principle that elec- 


tion day tells the story. On that day those 


who pregs prove, or. fail to prove, that they 
have the majority behind them, either active- 
ly or acquiescently. 

The disrepute of politicians and the art 
of compromise is based on a misunderstand- 
ing about the nature of democratic govern- 
ment, The politician is accused of being 
corrupt because he helps the private inter- 
ests, at the cost of public interests, in re- 
turn for being helped in his election. The 
naive theory seems to be that a good poli- 
tician will serve a public which is not inter- 


ested in its own affairs and lays all the re- 


sponsibility on his shoulders. But if the 
public wants no responsibility, it does not 
want. democratic government, and really 
wants benevolent despotism, which is gov- 
ernment without responsibility. 

The public always has the whip hand. It 
can crack down on election day, or if the 
politician is openly corrupt, it can use the 
whip of the law. . 

Compromise in government deserves good, 
not scorching words. All compromises are, 
of course, not worthy and all fights to the 
bitter end are not folly. Times come under 


democratic government when fundamental 


principles are in danger, and compromise 
on them gives away a national heritage. 
But as a steady thing, the fight for lesser 
objectives is im and may even 
entail the loss of appreciable gains.

N all humility—for grievous have been our 

follies and our failures—let us give thanks 
that we live under a democratic form of 
government, 

We are told by some of our own citizens 
that Fascism would be a good thing for 
America. Fascism, they say, is swift in ac- 
tion; democracy slow and halting. Fascism 
is “efficient”; democracy inefficient. 

Purblind men! 

The American democratic system is indeed 
slow in its normal workings: it was intend- 
ed to be. It bogs down at times into seem- 


ploited—as what system of government has 
not been?—by men seeking power and men 
seeking gain. It is weakened by corrupt 
political machines—little Fascist areas of 
power—and it is plagued today as never be- 
fore by a locust swarm of problems. 

Yet as we look at today’s Europe, we 
should thank “whatever gods may be” for 
our democracy. 

The homes and shops of people in Amere 
ica are not being pillaged because they be- 
long to a proscribed race. 

Men are not fleeing from America, they 
are not killing themselves, or being killed, 
because of their race. 

Men are not in concentration camps be 
cause of their race or religion. 

Men can print and read free newspapers. 

Men can assemble and petition the Gove 
ernment for redress of grievances, 

Men can criticise the policies of the Gov- 
ernment as they will, in their homes and in 
public places, without the fear that they will 
be informed upon and ruined. 

Men can pray as they please, or refuse 
to pray. 

Men can cast a secret ballot to remove 
their elected leaders from power and sub- 
stitute new leaders. 

Men run for office, are defeated, go un- 
molested about their business. 

Men are secure in their persons and their 
houses against unreasonable searches and 
seizures. 7 
Men accused of crime have the right of 
trial by jury. 

Men are protected against excessive fines 
and “cruel and unusual punishments.” 
Men have the right to strike against an 
employer, and they are specifically secured 
in that right by acts of Congress and de- 
cisions of the highest court. 

Men can appeal to the courts against 
acts of aggression either by executive or by 
legislative power. 

Such are the blessings guaranteed to 
Americans by the Constitution. 

We, the people” spoke through the Con- 
stitution. The people set up a government 
to serve the individual, not a government to 
exalt the state at the expense of the in- 
dividual. 7 

We accept as commonplace the civil rights 
which the supremacy of thé people's Con- 
stitution 150 years has handed on 
to us. The fact that we so accept them 
ig a measure of our good fortune. 

Our democracy may be slow; it may be, 
by the standards of the dictators, inefficient. 


But it makes for common decency in hv 


man relationships, for tolerance, for free 
expression in the arts, for individual self- 
respect—in short, for dignity in human life. 
Let us then, while admitting the short 


‘| comings of our democracy and dedicating 


ourselves to its improvement, give humble 
thanks for our blessings.

They won world notice by their 
stand against Chiang Kai-shek's 
German-coached legions, Today, as 
the Eighth Route Army under Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek, they 
are continuing to win fame by 
parassing the Japanese. 

For a month I lived and marched 
with these happy-go-lucky former 
bandits“ as they were pushing 
Japanese divisions back to their 
railway zone bases in Shansi Prov- 

ce.

Despite their successes and their 
enthusiasm, the Eighth Route troops 
bear the marks of poverty. Their 
garb and equipment is anything but 
standardized, producing a comical 
effect, Some wear green hats, tan 
shirts and blue trousers. Others 
sport Japanese uniforms, dyed’ blue 
put long since faded to a sickly 


green. 

Their feét are shod with rag san- 
dals which the soldiers make them- 
selves, tying them high on the shins 
with brilliant-colored yarn, Roman 
sandal-wise. Raw materials for 
such sandals cost four American 
cents; weaving takes half a day. 
The rag soles give the wearers a 
tight grip on steep, slippery moun- 
tain trails. 

The Eighth Route Army soldiers 
eat only two meals a day of the 
coarsest grain, no meat, no vege- 
tables. Their commissariat allows 
2% American cents per day per 
man. Other Chinese armies allow 
5 cents, and the Japanese Army 16 
cents for daily rations. 

Despite the frugality of their 
diet, the men of the Eighth Route 
can rival any in physical endur- 
ance. On the road at sunrise, rare- 
ly making camp before nightfall, 
the men find life is a never-ending 
cycle of marching, fighting and 
marching again. Seven days a 
week, 30 days a month they fight 
as they did on their famous “long 
march —the 3000-mile running bat- 
tle with Chiang’s army in 1934-35 
from Kiangsi across the southern 
provinces, up the western border, 
thence northwestward into North 
Shansi, 

At a uniform pace of four mile 
an hour, these soldiers can average 
36 miles a day along mountain 
trails. To minimize danger from 
air raiders, entire divisions move 
in single file, with an advance 
guard armed only with broad 
swords and grenades. Every 10 
minutes at the commander's 
whistle, the whole column shifts 
rifles from one shoulder to the oth- 
er. 

On one seven-day march with the 
Reds we traveled, 240 miles, stop- 
ping only to eat and sleep. The 
sixth night we were to cross the 
Japanese-controlied Chengtai Rail- 
way in Central Shansi. 

After snatching three hours of 
sleep in the late afternoon, the 
troops washed their faces in moun- 
tain stream water, shouldered their 
40-pound packs and started on the 
all-night, 40-mile march across five 
mountain ranges (one over 6000 
feet high) through the danger zone. 

Descending a boulder-strewn 
mountain side at 1 a. m., our pack 
mules set so many stones rolling 
down the slope that the Japanese 
on the railroad one and a half miles 
away opened fire with artillery. 
Projectiles whistled over for a 


| quarter of an hour, but the Reds 


continued their march as if noth- 
ing were happening. 

Once across the railroad and up 
the first range on the other side, 
the soldiers halted to eat one cold 
biscuit apiece (their only food on 
the 40-mile stretch) then resumed 
the hike. Not until 7 a. m. did 
We halt. I fully expected a day’s 
rest after this, but by noon we were 
on the march, and covered 20 miles 
more by nightfall. 

Army of Homeless Men. 

It is difficult to explain the spirit 
of camaraderie that has knit to- 
gether this band of homeless men

get of 6 cents a day. (All quota- 
lated on the exibting basis of six 
Chinese dollars to U. S. $1.) 
In Shansi a dime buys 70 eggs, 
or 39 “jail biscuits” (a dry pastry 
four inches wide and a half inch 
thick). A bowl of honey can be had 
for a cent. Millet porridge is the 
staple food for farmers and soldiers. 
My 20 armed guards filled their 
stomachs with this food for 10 cents 
a meal, an average of a half cent 
per man. 
Another common food is a pan- 
cake the size of a dishpan and as 
thick as a woman’s little finger. One 
cake for half a cent feeds two hun- 
gry men. Excellent fruit grown in 
guerrilla territory is considered “too 
expensive” for the soldiers, but the 
writer bought large watermelons 
for 2 cents each, and red plums and 
pears for 7 cents a peck. 
Tea and sugar, which have tg be 
brought in from the coastal or 
southern cities, are the only luxuries 
for which the traveler must pay 
“dearly.” Because I spent an aver- 
age of 20 cents a week for these 
delicacies I gained the reputation of 
being a very wealthy man. 


Roasted Corn a . 
Although the soldier’s diet is mo- 
notonous, there are cheap tidbits 
which he can buy out of his month- 
ly salary of 16 cents. Roasted corn 
and steamed sweet potatoes are the 
favorite “luxuries” with which the 
soldier may supplement his regu- 
lar rations, 

One day when munching a lunch 
composed of corn bread, boiled eggs 
and tea, I asked my escort chief 
why the horse boys were receiving 
no food. 

“We give them 2 cents a day for 
food,” he explained, “and they send 
part of their earnings home to their 
families, so they can’t afford to eat 
lunch.” 1 

Despite the meagerness of their 
rations these horse boys, about 15 
years old, could trot behind our cav- 
alcade from sunrise until dark. 
From such as these are the guer- 
rilla armies recruited. These tire- 
less and uncomplaining youths wore 
broad-brimmed straw hats and 
home-made rag or straw sandals. 
They were shirtless, but their bag- 
gy trousers could be hiked up to 


Every Chinese farm lad, from his 
years in insanitary villages, is 
inured to torment from the flies, 
fleas and bedbugs which nearly 
madden tne foreign traveler and 
make life miserable for the Jap- 
anese invaders, by their direct bites 
or the typhus, typhoid, malaria and 
dysentery waich they carry. 

The Chinese also seem better 
able to stand extremes of tempera- 
tures. On a Shansi mountain top 
I saw a group of 16 Japanese pris- 
oners shivering, while their guer- 
rilla captors slept soundly without 
shirts or blankets. 

Armies Get Orders by Radio. 
A powerful wireless transmitter 
in the mountains of Southern 
Snansi, approximately 500 miles 
southwest of Peiping, is sending 
out nightly military instructi 
to all the guerrilla armies in North 
China. 

The coded messages are written 
by military experts, all veterans of 
the Eighth Reute Army, whose 
combined military and political 
campaigns during the last year 
have restored several hundred 
square miles of nominally Japanese- 
conquered territory to Chinese con- 
trol. 

Not one of the 16 guerrilla Gen- 
erals whom I met could tell me 
where his “nead office” was. 
Each commander told the same 
story. At intervals of three days 
the powerful radio transmitter and 
its gasoline generators are strapped 
to bamboo poles, shouldered by a 
crew of 20 coolies and transported 
through the mountains to some 
new hide-out, thus dodging spies 
and airplanes, At night when the 
radio is reassembled, thc operators 
again make contact with their far- 
flung guerrilla bands to issue new 
instructions. 

I nad nearly reached the Yellow 
River in Southern Shansi before I 
found an army dispatch rider who, 
after much questioning, led me to 
a shabby village of only 200 fam- 
lies, among whom were dwelling 
two of the chief geniuses of the 
Chinese resistance in North China 
—Generals Chu Teh and Peng Teh- 
haui, Tne two were dressed in 
cheap cotton uniforms and wore 
Chinese sandals. Their food was 
as simple as that of the farmers 
around them. Their salaries are 
equivalent to exactly one American 
dollar a month,

Constantly Behind. 


Try as they will, taking no ac- 
count of hours, Dr. Smith and his 
staff constantly are behind in their 
present quarters, with a waiting 
that doesn’t diminish. He has even 
noted what he termed a “definite 
increase” in trachoma in Missouri, 
although percentages are not now 
ascertainable. 
The present makeshift hospital, 
on a dusty street not conducive of 
the well-being of the patients, has 
ward sleeping accommodations for 
35 and meager operative facilities.

Scores of men, women and children 
not requiring hospitalization or on 
the waiting list report for treat- 
ment. 
Those fortunate enough to be ad- 
mitted cluster in the yard between 
treatments. Children, eyes squint- 
ing, but obviously happy in a new 
environment, swing and sometimes 
play, ironically enough, “hide and 
go seek.” They are seeking the 
light. Young men, overalled, la- 
conic, pitch horseshoes, engage in 
interminable discussions. Oldsters, 
some never before traveled as far 
as their county seats, appear awed 
and invariably manifest gratitude, 


Salient Statistics. 


Extent of the, current treatment 
of trachoma in Missouri, most of 
it centered here, is indicated by 
salient statistics from the hospital’s 
records of the first nine months of 
this year. 


Two hundred and fifty-four pa- 
tients were admitted for hospital- 
ization of whom 142 were there for 
the first time. Seventy-two opera- 
tions were performed, In the dis- 
pensary, or day clinic, attached to 
the hospital, 7928 trachoma patients 
were treated. Cases examined ‘for 
the first time totaled 1692, of which 
207 bore evidence of recent con- 
traction of the disease. Forty-one 
patients were found to be virtually 
blind in both eyes and 32 in one. 
The field report shows that 408 
homes were visited, many in remote 
localities, and 862 persons examined 
in new homies visited by the field 
nurse. Examinations were con- 
ducted at 13 schools resulting in 
the discovery of 90 cases classed as 
“suspicious.” 


Nine field clinics were held, three 
at Potosi and others at Dexter, 
Bloomfield, Eminence, Waynesville, 
Richwoods and Ava. Persons ex- 
amined by a doctor and nurse to- 
ytaled 1141. Two hundred and sixty- 
four cases of trachoma were found. 
Partly on personal experience, 
Dr. Smith bases his opinion that 
increased facilities afforded by the 
new hospital may lead to the curb- 
ing of trachoma in 10 years and 
free a new generation from its 
menace. He knows trachoma can 
be arrested if constant and patient 
attention is paid to the campaign. 
For 11 years he was superin- 
tendent of the Federal Trachoma 
Hospital at Knoxville, Tenn., which 
was discontinued in 1980 when 
cases fell off to such an extent 
that it was “established definitely 
that trachoma had heen arrested 
in Tennessee.” Subsequent checks 
were maintained through mobile 
clinics and the co-qperation of 
county health authorities. 


New Hospital Site. 


The new Missouri hospital, which 
will contain laboratories designed 
specifically for trachoma treatment, 
will occupy an attractive five-acre 
knoll adjoining a golf links near 
the intersection of Highways 66 
and 63 on the outskirts of this town. 
The site was contributed by the 
Rolla Chamber of Commerce, 
which obtained it at a bargain 
through the co-operation of cura- 
tors of the Missouri School of 
Mines, which owned the property.

Wages, which were notoriously 
low, were increased. about on- 
third. More substantial gains were 
won later by bargaining. 

Using the 1929 norm as 100, 
International Labor Office index 
figures put the 1937 money earn- 
ings of the average industrial work- 
er in Paris at 165, compared with 
102 in 1935. In the provinces the 
same figures were 136 and 99. Real 
wages in Paris in 1937 were put 
at 145 compared with a low of 111 
in 1933—showing a marked rise 
despite the increase in prices. The 
provincial figures were 125 and 
109. (In the United States the 
money wage index rose from à low 
of 63 in 1933 to 117 in 1937. The 
American real wage figures for the 
same years were 111 and 133.) 

Here are a few-random exam- 
ples of what the French figures 
mean in hard cash: Last year a 
Paris shop girl received 125.45 
francs a week. (A franc is worth 
2.653 cents.) In 1935 she got only 
89.40 francs. In 1937 miners av- 
eraged 50.19 francs a day. In 1929 
they got only 34.30 francs. In that 
year metal workers got 5.45 francs 
an hour. Last year they were paid 
an average of 9.54 francs. 

Family Allowance Act. 

Almost as important to the French 
worker as-the introduction of the 
short work week was the extension 
of the Family Allowance Act of 
1932 to the whole of industry, com- 
merce, the professions and public 
services and a large section of 
agriculture in the last two - years. 

Under this law, special allowances 
are paid to heads of families in 
proportion to the number of their 
children. It is administered by re- 
gional Equalization Funds—made 
up of employer members—and rates 
therefore vary. There were 228 
such funds, with 390,000 members, 
in France at the beginning of the 


year. 

Family allowances as well as 
wages were made subject to almost 
automatic revision, in case of a rise 
in the cost of living, by the Concili- 
ation and Arbitration Act of last 
March. This provides that an ap- 
plication for the revision of a wage 
scale established by a collective 
contract may be mage when there 
is a variation of more than § per 
cent from the official index of the 


revision, however, may be made 
only once every six months unless 
there is a rise of more than 10 per 
cent in living costs. 

Wages and allowances must be 
increased in direct proportion to 
the higher costs unless local eco-

These figures are constantly ban- 
died about in the controversy over 
the 40-hour week. More than 70 
decrees, applying the law to various 
industries, were issued between 
September, 1936, and August, 1937, 
Because neither employers nor em- 
ployes were. psychologically pre- 
pared for such a sweeping reform, 
there was an inevitable reaction, 
But this also springs out of hard 
economic facts. French production’ 
was low. The average monthly in- 
dustrial index was only 79.3 in 
1936, compared with 100 in 1929, 
and in 1937 it rose only to 82.8. 

At the same time, wages were 
raised as much as 60 per cent. The 
public debt was increased and the 
budget remained out of balance. 
The French trade balance became 
more unfavorable; confidence 
waned and there was a flight of 
e »ital from the country. 

Economists point out that the 
short week cannot be blamed for 
this situation, since it existed before 
the reform was introduced. They 
feel it may yet be practicable if 
there is some flexibility in its ap- 
plication, but they believe that la- 
bor must give some ground in the 
face of a. political and economic 
crisis. 

With Gallic realism, the unions 
sooner or later will see just what 
implications the short week has for 
the security and prosperity of 
France.

Leon Jouhaux. 

In this campaign the leader of 
the C. G. T. will be Leon Jouhaux, 
the “strong man” of the organiza- 
tion ever since he became its gen- 
eral secretary in 1909. Then he 
was one of the hotspurs of the an- 
archist movement. Now he is al- 
most as far to the Right as William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

Jouhaux was born in Paris in 
1879. By the time he was 16, he 
was working in a suburban match 
factory and preaching syndicalism, 
It was the World War that modi- 
fied his views. Soon after its out- 
break he called on the unions to 
collaborate in the national defense, 

An expert in economics, he was 
valuable to France after the war, 
He had a part in the Peace Confere 
ence and went to Geneva with Paul 
Boncour for the beginnings of the 
League of Nations. He has been 
active in the International Labor 
Organization and the International 
Federation of Trade Unions from 
their inception. 

An arresting orator and an et- 
fective writer, Jouhaux is both 
Paris slang 
comes to his tongue as easily as 
do sonorous phrases. His hair and 
his little goat > still are black, and 
he is active and energetic. 

Within a democratic and a cap- 
italist framework, he has brought 
the French worker somewhere near 
parity with his fellows in England 
and the United States, and he 
means to keep him there. There 
can be no economic salvation for 
France, he believes, if it means 
the sacrifice of decent wages and 
decent working conditions.

The Ekern Appointment. 

Another grievance grew out of 
La Follette’s appointment of Her- 
man L. Ekern, former Attorney- 
General and State Insurance Com- 
missioner, to the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernorship, with the evident purpose 
of grooming him for the .Progres- 
sive senatorial nomination. Ekern 
had been out of Wisconsin as well 
as out of politics for all practical 
purposes for some 12 years. 

First choice of many Progressives 
for the nomination was Represent- 
ative Thomas Amlie, whose record 
in Congress made him a logical 
Progressive candidate against Duf- 
fy. Both Amlie and Ekern ran in 
the primary and the latter was 
nominated. This left resentment 
among a lot of La Follette adher- 
ents, particularly in the southeast- 
ern counties, Amlie’s congressional 
district. 

Early this year Tom Duncan, 
La Follette’s executive secretary and 
former Socialist legislator from 
Milwaukee, killed a man with his 
automobile and then left the scene 
of the accident. When he was 
caught he was found to have been 
drinking. La Follette kept Duncan 
on the payroll for two months after 
the accident. Then Duncan was 
convicted of manslaughter and sen- 
tenced to prison for a year to a 
year and a half. It is difficult to 
assess this affair as a factor in 
the repudiation of La Follette by his 
supporters, but there can be no 
question that it gave the Governor 
very unfavorable publicity at the 
worst time for him. 

Less Time for Older Counselors. 


The way in which young Phil— 
hardly anyone speaks of him as 
Gov. La Follette—set his third par- 
ty in motion also cost him support. 
There was a suggestion of Hitler- 
ism in the imitation.of the Swas- 
tika which was proposed as the 
new partys emblem. He seemed 
to find less and less time for the 
older counselors of the La Follette 
movement and to have leaned to 
persons never identified with the 
Progressive program, apparently in 
the hope of broadening the appeal 
of the party to more conservative 
middle classes.

The new direction signal which is 
standard equipment on Buick cars 
for 1939 flashes a warning to a 
driver behind, indicating that a 


turn is to be made and showing 
the direction in which the vehicle 
is to swing. Buick engineers have 
thoroughly tested this device and 
found it effective as a safety aid 
to driving. 

When the driver wishes to indi- 
‘cate a turn, he flips a convenient 
switch, mounted on the handi-shift 
remote control lever on the steering 
column, without removing his hand 
from the steering wheel. This il- 
luminates a modified arrow which 
is contained in the indicator lamp 
located in the center of the luggage 
compartment door at the rear of 
the car. This indicator lamp com- 
bines an attractive identifying 
name plate with the usefulness of 
a safety feature. It is clearly visi- 
ble from the rear at all angles and 
has the appearance of a well-de- 
signed monogram, 

When the switch has been 
thrown by the driver it illuminates 
either end of the lamp, depending 
on whether he intends to turn to 
the right or to the left. Since the 
light is of the flashing, on-and-off 
type to compel the attention of 
drivers in the rear, it cannot be 
missed by anyone following the car. 
Very close to the switch, visible 
through a small lens in the handi- 
shift lever, is a small green pilot 
light which flashes on and off in 
unison with the signal when the 
switch is turned on.

A new method of sound-proofing 
automobiles, which -has been fol- 


cars, is said to make a car 25 per 
cent quieter in operation. 
Engineers discovered that appli- 
cation of lead shot to the vibrating 
surface of the housing of an elec- 
trio refrigerator mechanism in- 
creased the density of this surface 
and thus decreased its oscillations, 
or vibrations, practically “damping 
out” sound waves. The shot tends 
to dance in front of the sound 
waves, deflecting them. It was de- 
cided that this principle could be 
applied to automobiles. It was de- 
termined that the under-panel of 
any automobile was the worst of- 
fender when it came to vibrations 
that caused objectionable sound 
waves. Sand, it was found, added 
density to the surface, “damped 
out” audible frequencies, or vibra- 
tions, practically as effectively as 
lead shot. 

The outcome of experimentation 
was the development of a com- 
pound, impregnated with sand, that 
could be applied to the floor of a 
car, and to other surfaces likely 
to vibrate and develop objection- 
able sound waves. 

The result was that last year all 
Nash cars were sound-proofed with 
enough of this compound to blot 
out objectionable noise of motor 
hum and tire hum, wind roar and 
traffic din. This year a way has 
been found to increase this insula- 
tion, so Nash cars are more quiet 
than ever.

Auto Poise Control 
on Hudson Holds 
Car to True Course 


A mechanical invention, called 
auto-poise control and featured on 
the new 1939 Hudson cars, causes 
wheels to hold their true course au- 
tomatically over any road at any 
speed, even in heavy side winds. 
Demonstration tests are said to 
have shown that, even with tire 
blowouts, the variation from the 
true course is practically nil. Auto- 
poise control employs a positive, 
active mechanical force to hold the 
car in a straight line of travel at 
all times, resulting in a fundamen- 
tal improvement in “ride,” driving 
ease and sureness of control. 

It consists of a spring steel lev- 
erage device with the ends angled 
back to form shock cushioned me- 
chanical “arms” which are con- 
nectéd directly to the wheel spin- 
dies which turn with the steering. 
These attachment points are so lo- 
cated that whatever force turns the 
wheels from their true course — 
whether it is wind or road shock— 
is resisted by the mechanical “arms” 
which return the wheels to their 
true course automatically. 

Since this action .occurs at the 

wheels, the correction is direct and 
immediate. “Wander” on the high- 
way ig said to be eliminated be- 
cause whatever tends to deflect 
front wheels from their true course 
is instantly counteracted—almost 
anticipated—by the resistance of 
autorpoise control. 
Hudson engineers say that the 
chief advantage of auto-poise con- 
trol is its consistent functioning at 
all times, even when the wheels are 
off the road—wholly independent of 
the force of gravity. or wheel-to- 
road contact.

Used in Pontiac for 
Rear Seat Comfort 


“Durflex springing” on the new 
Pontiac cars is said to produce 
a rear seat ride of uniform comfort 
and ffeedom from pitch or bounce, 
whether carrying one passenger or 
six. 

Technically, the new Pontiac 
springs achieve their effect by pro- 
viding practically the same rate 
of spring oscillation in the rear 
as in the front. Under conven- 
tional springing, whether the coil 
or leaf type, spring oscillation 
rates range from 86 to 96 per min- 
ute, engineers say, depinding upon 
whether the car is loaded or full. 

The new Pontiac spring restricts 
the oscillation: rate as well as re- 
duces it from 72 per minute under 
full load to a maximum of 76 un- 
der no load at all. This low oscil- 
lation rate and low spread not only 
provides a rear spring’ rate almost 
comparable to that in front, but, 
by reason of the restricted range,

Distinguished by individual styl 
ing and featuring engineering re- 
finements which include big hydrau- 
lic brakes, the two most distinctive- 
ly designed cars ever to bear the 
Ford name are on display at the St.

All-welded steel bodies, fitted with 
safety glass and with clear-vision 
ventilation, are provided in both 
Ford lines.

VERSHADOWED as an issue 
for the first time in many a 
California election by the $36- 
every-Thursday hallucination, Tom 
Mooney popped back in the public 
eye Wednesday when Culbert L. Ol- 
son, who had just been elected Gov- 
ernor, indicated he would pardon 
the prisoner of San Quentin. This 
was in accord with Olson’s attitude 
when serving in the state legislature. 
From his cell, Mooney has conduct- 
ed since 1917 a continuous battle 
to prove he is innocent of murder- 
ing 10 persons, injuring 40 others, 
by exploding dynamite on a San 
Francisco street corner during a pre- 
war “preparedness-day" parade. 
Mooney and Warren K. Billings, 
one of his lieutenants in labor or- 
ganization activities, received life 
sentences for murder, er wit- 
nesses testified at the trials of the 
two men that they had been seen 
near the corner 5 before the 
bombing with a suitcase containing 
the dynamite. In the course of doz- 
ens of subsequent h , all of 
which have resulted in failure of 
Mooney or Billings to obtain either 
exoneration or liberty, three of the 
witnesses have been totally discred- 
ited and a fo repudiated a sub- 
stantial part of his account. 


Meanwhile the Thomas J. Mooney 
defense orgariizations, inspired not 
‘infrequently 00 bristling comments 
from Mooney, himself, have carried 
on the fight not only for his release 


but to win official recognition of 


what Mooney’s sympathizers con- 
tended had been established be- 
yond any reasonable doubt—that 
the labor leader had been framed 
by perjured testimony. Just as stub- 
bornly, California courts and Gov- 
ernors have declined to heed the 
shouts in his behalf. Last month, 
the United States Supreme Court de- 
clined for the third time to review 
his appeal for release, refusing to 
interfere with a decision of the Cali- 
fornia Supreme Court. 

Almost a legendary figure now, 
Mooney never cea work in his 
prison quarters on plea and pamph- 
let in behalf of freedom. After con- 
viction he announced he would re- 
ject parole, accept only uncondition- 
al pardon. It was announced after 
the last United States Supreme Court 
decision that he would rely for lib- 
erty on the election of Olson as Gov- 
ernor. Later Mooney changed his 
mind, filed a new petition before the
